oi whom require as much tender care as 
a delicate child. Around the lirst tent 
wort ranged the numerous camels anc 
the twenty elephants, big and little 
contentedly munching hay niter their 
morning bath, while workmen and per- 
formers were grouped about, and aogs 
uua various littlo animals oi the great 
family apparently were nibbling the 
grass or trutting about enjoying their 
only liberty for a. week. " Poor things. 
they need it," said Mr. Bailey; "-it has 
been a hard week for them with the 
rain and the travel, and they need the 
exercise aa much as the wagons do the 
washing they are receiving. You can'I 
toll how trying the life is to some ol 
them. Why we have had to take the 
little Shetland ponies out o( the tent be- 
cause llioy can't lie down on the trains, 
aud when the crowds come into the 
show they keep them constantly on 
their foet for the children to sec. Tho 
ciaut horse yonder has hardly lain 
down since we started. Once hn did, 1 
know. That is when hn fell down 
while asleep. We have had to turn the 
Jbtg ox out to pasture fur the same rea- 
son." 
A shrill bellowing turned atten- 
tion to the elephants, just us one was 
pulled to the ground and his side by a 
sharp jab with a hook in his car. 


Tho prostrate animal was soon reach- 


ing out lor hay with his trunk, while 
the trainer was paring his hoofs with a 
a huge drawing knifed 
This is a thing 


which has to bo done three or four 
times a year, because the feet are but 
little tougher than calloused skin, and 
the quick llesh is so near tho surface 
that the animals are liable 
to bo 


troubled by the dirt and atones gath- 
ered in tho folds. It is a hard job, and 
the trainer perspired freely yesterday 
after performing tho ollicc for seven of 
tho elephants. 
In the. next tent whero the cages are 


the sight was still more interesting. 
The llama and like quadrupeds were 
stretching their legs on tho grass, a 
huge pelican was Happing his broad 
wings and snapping his huge bills, ov- 
idoutly in extreme enjoyment of hia 
liberty; the adjutant wan hopping about 
with long jumps of his ungainly legs, a 
more comical sight than the average 
clown can hope to be, tho two girnlftes 
protruded their delicate heads from tho 
top ol their wagons, and stretched 
their nocks from side to side; tho lum- 
bering hippopotamus wns being chased 
up and down the turf to give him tho 
exercise ho sadly neudcd; while the- 
carnivorous animals were receiving 
thuur exercise inside, from tho switches 
of their trainers. Occasionally a leop- 
ard 
would crouch 
threatening and 


snarling behind his keeper's back; when 
as quick as thought he would bo lashed 
to the other side of his cngo, and bo 
made to jump over a stick three or four 
times. 


The poor giraffes were pitiful looking 
spectators ol the freedom of their neigh- 
bors. They are delicate animals; a 
cold would be fatal to them, and tho 
poor things have hardly stretched their 
necks until yesterday "during tho wot 
spell. Beds of straw were carefully 
spread for them in tho gross yesterday, 
but it was finally decided that tho 
ground was too damp, and their long 
leas wore doomed to be cramped a 
whuo longer. Even tho big snakes 
were more fortunate. Their own glass 
cages were being cleaned, and they 
were bundled into an empty wagon. 
Tliero woro fifteen or twenty of them, 
but they wore so intertwined that the 
number might as well have been called 
fifty. 
Thtsy wero ugly. too. for they 


have not been fed for a month or two. 
"We put in live pigeons and guinea 
pigs or rabbits." said their keener; 
••they won't cat anything dead. When 
they once g_orgo themselves they don't 
need anything more for two or three 
months. Now they arc ugly and hun- 
gry; but they won't hurt mo."— Spring- 
tieul {Mass.)

Tho adulteration question is now fair- 


ly before tho public mind. Somo two 
years since Mr. Angoll, of Boston, mado 
some very grave assertions before the 
Social Science Association as to the ox- 
tent of these adulterations. His method 
was somewhat inexact and his manner 
that of a bold enthusiast. Neverthe- 
less, he succeeded in doing that which 
is tho beginning of most investigation 
and a roform. He excited controversy. 
Eminent chemists, as Morton and Nich- 
ols and Chandler, 
controverted his 


statements or doubted their accuracy; 
but Boards ol Trado wero incited to ac- 
tion in tho lino of honest inquiry.

Tho Nation- 
al Board has mado somo what superficial 
examination, and gives tho opinion that, 
while drugs are largely adulterated, our 
common foods are not; also that many 
of the adulterants arc harmless to 
health, although frauds 
financially. 


Somo of tho States, like Now Jersey, 
have passed laws as to adulteration. 
Tho New York Legislature has favor- 
ably reported n, bill of a similar kind; 
but it has been chiefly exercised over 
glucose and oleomargarine. Glucose, 
although not harmful, 
is n great 


fraud 
when compared 
with 
cano 


sugar in nutritive value. 
Many of 


our sirups and some of our sugars 
aro largely glucose. Great quantities 
of honey are upon tho market over 
which the busy little bee never im- 
proved a shining hour. As to oleomar- 
garine, its manufacture has become a 
great industry. 
No doubt it can be 


prepared so as to servo as a substitute 
for butter, both in cookery and in table 
use. If used for the latter purpose, as 
a very high temperature is not used in 
its manufacture, there is some danger 
from the entozoa, somo of which are 
found in fats and aro transmissible to 
man. 
There is no good reason why the 


hts should not be subjected to high'tcm- 
peratures. It seems quite necessary 
that 
some system of inspectorship 


should bo adopted which will insure 
right methods of manufacture, and tho 
marking of packages so as to distin- 
guish from pure butter. In a late En- 
;lish trial tho defendant pleaded that 
tho tub was marked "Bosh Butter" on 
one side. Tho Judge decided that 
"Bosh" is an Americanism, not under- 
stood by Englishmen, and, therefore, 
did not sidUclontly define tho oleomar- 
garine. We hope there will bo some 
wise legislation as to these two articles 
before the trade becomes so enormous 
as to monopolize legislative influence. 
As to loss notorious adulterations, it is 
Co bo remembered that it is an inviting 
iieldforthc cupidity of men; that tho 
world is growing more artistic and 
being furnished withmoreskillfuhneth- 
ods of combination; and that wo arc not 
to oxpoct riddance from such evi Is except 
through riaid law and authorized watch- 
fulness. 
While harmless ingredients 


aro more naturally sought; yet. as in; 
tho cose of alum in bread, or acids in 
baking-powders, or colors for effect, the 
miser easily convinces himself that 
mall quantities will do no harm. 
The 


National Board ol Health recently co- 
operated with the New York Board of 
Trade and with tho premium oiler of 
the sanitary engineer in forwarding a 
form of law which was deemed expedi- 
ent, as not being overstrict or strin- 
gent, on the one hand, or too lax, on tho 
other. No one can note tho marked 
decrease of adulteration which has 
taken place in England, under a system 
of public analysis, without fooling that 
much tho samo course is desirable here. 
Tho .adulterants used and tho articles 
adulterated will from time to time 
change; but tho practice will continue, 
unless thus guarded. 
Most of our 


cities arc so satisfied of tho need as to 
milk that special ins[»cctors are ap- 
pointed. Their experience shows that 
tho reality of tho evil is not overstated. 
A report made lost year by the Now 
York Inspector, and this year by tho 
New Jersey Inspector, presents many 
facts of importance. 


Cider vinegar is now entirely too 


scarce an article, and doubtful acids 
atllict tho stomach. 
There aro still 


other directions, newer than thoso, in 
which the attention of analysts is now 
being directed. 


The adulterations which occur to 


drugs are admitted by all to be of a 
serious character. 
If z-ccovcry from 
sickness at all depends upon tho use of 
proper medicines, it is easy to sec that 
a fraud hero may bo attended with tho 
most serious consequences. Wo havo 
jursolves known two or three instances 
In which life has boon Jeopardized or 
lost because of tho inertness of a 
preparation, and one of whero convul- 
sions woro caused. 
Tho United States 


inspection of drugs is of some service, 
but not alone sufficient. Opium needs to 
be carefully watched. Qutnidia is often 
jold for quinines. Bromide of potassium 
has been substituted for tho iodide. 
Ipecac is often 
found adulterated. 


Rhubarb in powder cannot bo relied 
upon without examination. Cream ol 
tartar, if needed for medical use, must 
bo carefully tested. Many of tho; less 
conspicuous drugs have various forms 
ol falsification. Tho subject is one of 
fluch grave importance that even thoso 
who doubt tho extent of food adultera- 
tions Insist upon a careful inspection 
and testing of tho chief- articles used na 
medicines. We hopo that tho United 
States will puss somo law that will 
reach all of our foreign drugs, and that 
wo shall havo moro stringent regula- 
tions as to domestic medicines. We 
commend a careful attention to this 
subject at this time, in order that 
proper watchfulness and proper re- 
straints mav bo secured—N. Y. Inde- 
pendent. 


Block Grenadine Dresses. 


Black grenadine remains a standard 
choice for summer drosses, but this 
season tho plain sowing-silk grenadines 
with smooth surface will bo chosen in 
^reference to nil others. Tho trimming 
'or this simple fabric is-lhe richest om- 
>roidery of silk on net in close patterns, 
ind this ie combined with tho showy 
Spanish lace, or the leas decorative 
•Vonoh laces, made in excellent imiti* 
ions of real thread lace. Fino knlto- 
>laitings of tho smooth grenadine are 
)laccd in many rows up the entire front 
of the skirt. A breadth -on each side is 
covered, with panels of the embroidery, 
nadeby placing the two straight edges 
ogothcr, and putting thorn lengthwise 
on the skirt, then surrounding tho 
whole panel with plaited laco. The 
>ack drapery ol the grenadine Is usual- 
y made of two breadths vory simply 
arranged, and long enough ** reach to 
ho foot, whero it moots two narrow 
knifo-pUutings Uko thoso on tho front 
3i the skirt. 
Bows, chateaines, and 
arge rosettes of ribbon, either ol plain 
atin or else richly watered, are oh-tho 
tdo panels. The basque for such » 
dress usually has a surplice vest of the 
imbroldery, and tho entire sleeve may 
>e of tho transparent embroidery, or 
ilso of the grenadine, with a turned-up 
lat cuff of this garniture. The back of 


the basque hn-8 bows for ornament. 
Satin Surah of inexpensive quality is 
used for tho foundation of such a dross. 
When embroidery is omitted, Spanish 
laco flounces are placed across tho 
front and side gores of the skirt, and 
the drapery is narrowly confined at the 
back. 
For very 
gny 
drosses for 


young ladies the tcrra-cotta shades, 
olivo,- or yellow satin Surah is used for 
the entire foundation beneath tho trans- 
parent grenadine and lace. When the 
dress is all black, it is necessary to put 
a scant flounce or plaiting of black 
crepe lisse under the laco llouncos to 
support them, and to bring out the 
figuros well. Tho silk square-meshed 
grenadines so well liked for service are 
made up in similar styles, and also 
with plain self-trimmings for morning 
wear and more general use. 
Three 


deep 
plaitings 
covering 
the 
back 


breath, with an amply rtraiicd apron 
and a single plaiting at the foot, make 
agood design for those canvas gren- 
adines, or else tho reverse of this is 
used, havtng two or throe lengthwise 
plaitings for the entire front, with two 
draped 
breadths behind. 
A pretty 


basque for such dresses has tho front 
and sides cut off an inch or two below 
tho waist lino all around, until tho mid- 
dle forms of tho back arc reached; a 
deep plaiting 
(from two to three 


fingers deep) then fills out the short- 
ened parts, and moots tho middle back 
forms, which are folded in two great 
box plaits, or draped in handkerchief 
points, or clso h;ivo a long scarf tied in 
a sash bow upon them. 
When a ffayor 


dress is desired, steel or jet fringes 
and passementerie arc used for trim- 
ming these plain grenadines, but tho 
tasteful choice this season is the heavy 
embroidery and Spanish laco garniture. 


When striped, blocked and brocaded 


grenadines arc used, thoso with satin 
foundations aro chosen, nml many 
havo the iigurcs of plush or velvet. 
Thoso aro mado up over satin, but as 
this makes them heavy, n skirt of 
twilled Surah, or else of the satin 
Surah, is preferred where lightness of 
weight is considered. Two or thrco 
deep Surah plaitings. each- edged with 
Spanish Lice, make a beautiful trim 
ming for tho front and sides of such f 
skirt The figured grenartlno is then 
draped on tho back, and is used for the 
basque.— Harper's Bazar.

until ho was tied to a chair. Anothoi 
offered tho doctor a dollar extra to give 
him chloroform. Scores of thorn want 
some object to clutch to, and they shut 
their eyes, grit their teeth, and call up 
sufiieiont resolution 
to eaiTy them 


through tho operation of having a 
broken leg reset. 
A well known citi- 


zen had mado two calls and backed 
out. The third time ho came lie rushed 
into tho oflico, peeled oil' his coat and 
pushed up his slccro, and, throwinghim- 
fiolf into a chair, shut his eyes, and 
called out: 


"Quick! Quick! Bring onthat laugh- 
ing-gas; and then don't boasncondput- 
ting that lancet into my arm!" 


A negro was one day observed walk- 


ing up aud down in front of tho office 
for a long time, and tho doctor finally 
stopped to the door and asked him if he 
wanted to bo vaccinated, 


"Deed, sah, dat's what I cum fur," 


was tho reply, *-but the worry minit I 
turned dat co'ncr do blamed linn quit 
nching!"

when tho lancet is felt is "VVooshl" 
Onco in awhile ono ,~ay ••ThundqrJ' 
and about ono In twenty rctfcrs to a land 
that is hotter than this. Most of the 
women express their surprise with an 
"Ouchl" but now and then ono yells 
"Oh, Lordyl" As n rule, tho woman 
all shed tears, and many of them come 
prepared to faint away; children have 
to bo flattered and coaxed, and it is 
sometimes necessary to tell them that 
bears and Indians are always on tho 
lookout for children who haven't been 
vaccinated. 
Tears and sobs and wails 


arc tho rulo, but tho transit from "Oh, 
ma. I know ho'll kill me!" to, "Say, ] 
got vaccinated and never cried but 
onco!" is as glorious as it is brief.— De- 
troit Free Press. 


Tho Sub-Trcasury Gold Wagon. 
Tho littlo, dingy-looking "gold wag- 


on," which has been used for twelve 
years past to carry tho money received 
for duties from tho New York Custom- 
House to the Sub-Treasury, has been 
retired from service. 
Sometimes il 


mado as many as a dozen trips dally, 
carrying as much as §80,000 in glitter- 
ing gold ooin each time. Tho money 
was usually put up in bogs of $20,00(1 
each, which woro placed in heavy 
oaken 
boxes with massive rod-iron 


handles. Thoso boxes wore then pul 
into the wagon-box, and a lid with 
clamps of iron was locked down ovot 
it.

rendered it rajther rickety and unsafe, 
In its place a now wagon has been pur- 
chased, with ; solid wheels girt with 
iroh tires half an inch thick, painted a 
daep bluo color, and marked with the 
sovereign lottora "D. S." in front.—
